dates: that noble kyng of Pont and 


Bithinta, which, (as Aulus Gellius 
witteth) vnderſtoode ſo perkitly the 


languages of. xxu. fontd2yc countries 


that were vnder his dom im, that he 
neuer vſed any interpꝛetour too anſ⸗ 
wer his ſubiectes, but ſpake their lã⸗ 
guages ſo finelpe, as thoughe he had 
been ot the lame coũtrie. Age vn, that 
honozable maune Quintus Ennius 
ſaied:that hehad. inn. heartes, becauſe 
he coulde ſpeake Geke, Italian, and 
Latin. ea, and bꝛeuelp, the moſt fa⸗ 
maus w:iters, as well the Heathen, 
as the Thꝛiſtien, with an vatuerſall 
conſent, plapulp affirme: Whan thef 
had weied the nature and condicioof 
the pureſt thinges vnder heauen, thei 
lawe nothyng tfatre.oꝛ of any pꝛyce, oꝛ 
that ought too be accopted ours, but 
onely vertue and learning. Euen now 
too ackuowledge that ſame, it is veo⸗ 
uf you from abouę. fo: pour grace de⸗ 
lecteth in nothyng moꝛe then too bee 


occupied in the holpe Byble; iber 
+ you 
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vou beginne too ſaucer & ſmelle furth 
the treaſure of wiſedome, knowledge 
aud fulnes of the deuyne power, that 
is a ſtudie moſt conuenient koꝛ cucry 
Chꝛiſtieu Pꝛince, that kynd of ſtudpe 
cannot haue ſufficient laude aud com 
mendation. Whoſe Pꝛincelp heart

All, that 
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that a Pzince can not deſerue,neither 
by conqueſt, ciuel policie, noꝛ pet by az 
nye other meane vnder heauen, thys 
name high oꝛ honozable,ſowourthely 
as by the ſetting foꝛ ward of Goddes 
wooꝛde. What young Pꝛince humily 
delendyng doune intoo him ſelfe and 
callyng to memozy his bounden dutie 
woulde not with a glad hearte and a 
chearfull mynde, gredelpe deſy2e too 
knowe,cnlarge,and amplifie the glo⸗ 
ty and maieſtie of hys derely beloued 
father? Your grace (fozſoth) hath pꝛo 
felſed God too bee pour father :1Bleſ=- 
ſed are you then if you obey vnto hys 
woꝛd, and walke in his wates.

howe rebukcfull wooꝛdes c greuous 
wdgemcit thei be condemned, which 
diſpice#ſet lytic by the holy Byble & 
moſt beſTed Teſtamiet of Bod, wherin 
there is contained all che wil# plea⸗ 
ſurc of our heaufly father toward vs 
moſt miſcrable #1gnozaunt wzetches 
Who would not quake, too beholde 
the terrible feares & thieateupnges 
of Bod ageinſt al ſuche? Who would 
not laments gladly helppe their ob⸗ 
ſtinate blyndencs 2 Who woulde 
not weepe? to heare and reade in how 
many places,they be opcnly accurſed 
by the ſcripturcs of Chꝛiſt. Bod him 
ſelt plapnely affirmeth, that be wyll 
ſodẽly conſume them with the bzcath 
of his anger. Vea, belides that whoſo 
euer declyneth from the woꝛd of Bod 
is accurſed in all his doynges, whe⸗ 
thethcbeLKyng, 02 ÞP2ynce, riche, 02 
pooꝛc, oꝛ ot what eſtate ſocuer he bee. 
This fcarfull ſaiyng ( moſt excellent

ſie the ſcriptures of Bod, and ſaye 10 
the vertuous man Job. Wee will not 
bee agepus the wooꝛdes of the holy 
one. Truth it is, God taketh diligent 
carte too haue vs al know his wooꝛd. 
Woulde God therfoze, that all wee 
were now willing to haue the ſyncere 
Wood of God # all holſom doctrine 
too go foꝛ ward. O that all we would 
couſent togither in the Boſpell, bꝛo⸗ 
thctly admonichpng, aud ſecretelpe 
pꝛouokpug one an other too true reli⸗ 
gion t vertue. O that no man would 
ſow emongiſt the people pernitious 


-Doctryne, but with all lowly dtligece 


and Godlpe monition euer p2ouoke, 
tempt,and ſtere them, tyll their hear⸗ 
tes were remoued fro their olde dau⸗ 
tyng dꝛeames and ſuperſticiõ, which 
baue been long grafted in them tho⸗ 
row popyſhe doctrine. By this meane 
wee ſhuld euer haue concoꝛde emon⸗ 
giſt vs, whiche in all thynges is ne⸗ 
ceTary,but moſt nedefull and erpedi⸗ 
ent in Gods hoil wooꝛd. Naw truely 


the godlpeſt thpnge that can bee de⸗ 


uyſcd, foꝛ any chziſtian realine,ts to 
haue emongiſt them one maner and 
ktkourme 
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fourme of doctryne, e too trace truelt 
the ſteppes of God and neuer to ſeeke 
anp other by wayes. Who hath not 
tedde in p leriptures: but that realme 
is endued with godly oznamentes a 
riches, where all men pꝛolpere. go foz 


ward and floꝛiſhe in gods wooꝛd, de⸗ 


lectyng day and night in the lwete co 
ſolations of the holy teſtament. By 
this way we ſhuld efpectally ſetfozth 
the gloꝛp of Bod, and of our ſautour 
Jeſu Chꝛiſt, if we would reuerentlp 
ſhew one an other that whiche God 
hath taught vs. Yea # in this dopug 
all men ſhulde well perceaue that we 
were the true diſciples ot Chꝛiſt, be⸗ 
ing knitte and coupled faſt together 
lu mynde and iudgement, pꝛeachyug 
Bod with one mouth and alfo with 
one allent euer pzomotyng his gloꝛp⸗ 
ous teſtament. O the good happe and 
grace of that king oꝛ pꝛynce emongiſt 
whoſe ſubiectes there is ſuch an hole 
conſent and iud gement in the wooꝛd 
of God, fo2Þ moſt aſſuredly byndeth 
t adiuigneth 5 hartes of al ſubiectes 
too their kyng. The ſtrength ot the 
Goſpellis euen luche in this moment 
tha 
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that there was neuer man, which did 
humily receaue it, that would mur⸗ 
mour agepnſt his Dince. Fttea- 
cheth how wyllyngly all men (hulde 
obey their kyng. It ſheweth verye 
lpuelp and moſt apertip vnto euerp 
man his ful dutie. It euer pꝛouoketh 


vs from all wicked, curſed, and moſt 


obſtinate diſobedience. It euer in⸗ 
ſtructeth men too ſhewe them ſelues 
moſt lowly, humile, and obeſaunt to⸗ 
ward their Pꝛynce. Whoſocuer hath 
taſted fully therok, will declare hym 
ſelte in al thynges, too bee a faithful 
ſubiect. Furthermoze, it is clearer 


then the light (moſt vertuous pꝛince) 


that it woulde make muche fo: the 
weale of this noble realme, yt all mẽ 
with heart and mynde, would nowe 
as well expulſe the pernitious and 
deuelpſhe doctryne af that Nomiſhe 
biſhop, as his name is blotted i boo⸗ 
kes. There is none ſo ignozaunt, but 
he knoweth that thozough hym we 
were bꝛought into a wöderful blind⸗ 


nes, thozough hym we did ſaucr ot 


nothyng,bur of ſtynkyng ydolatry, 


thzough hym we were deceiued with 
falſe 
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falſe Ppocriſie. Now let eucry blind 
ſtiffc hearted, and obſtinate creature 
compare his abhomination with the 
goſpell, and it he be not ſhameles, he 
will abaſhe to lmell of his papiſtrie, 
and to walow ſtill in ignoꝛaunce, vn 


leſt he bee pꝛiuely confederare and in 
heart conſent with the detectable fe= 
lowſhip of al wicked papiſtes. Now 


would Bod all ſuche men would re⸗ 


duce ageyn their heartes vnto ß goſ= 


pcll of Chꝛiſt. would god they would 
bee pꝛouoked by ſome meane to de⸗ 
ſire knowledge. O that god woulde 
pcoue them a couragious mynde too 
reade the goſpel, there they (hal ſone 


fynde all the veuoume of the romiſhe 


ſoꝛt moſt plapnelp detected. Foꝛſoth 
wee ſee dap ly, ö lacke of knowledge 
of the goſpel maketh ſome buſTerdes 
runne hedlong on all rockes, daun⸗ 
gers, æ extreme perilles: vea, and be⸗ 
ſide that. olde popyſh doctryne whi⸗ 
che lyeth folded vp & locked faſte in 
their heartes, doeth ſo ſoꝛe blynd the 
that they haue neither kauour ne ak⸗ 
fectiũ too pꝛinte in their myndes. the 


expꝛeſſed coũcels, admonitions, and 
pꝛeceptes 
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pꝛeteptes ot the holy ſcriptnre, but 
too ſlepe ſtil in their owne conceites. 


dꝛeames, e fonde phanſies.Wherkoꝛe 


let pour diguitie note well this, that 
all thoſe whiche bee not wyllyng 5 
gods wooꝛd ſhould bee knowen , and 
that blyndencs ſhould be clean erpul 
ſed from all men, whiche be baptiſcd 
inÞ blelled bludde of Chꝛiſt, bewꝛay 


 themſclues plapne papiſtes : foz in 


very deede that moſt deceatful wolte 
and graund maiſter papiſt with his 
fotiens quotiens, and a pena et culpa 
bleſleth all ſuche as will bee blynde 
ſtil, maintaine his pope,d2tinke of his 
cuppe of foznication, truſt in his par- 
Ddonnes, liue in poperp, ppocriſie, and 
Ddãnable pdolatrie, ſhut vp the king⸗ 
dome of heauen, neuer regarde the 
goſpel.Lotrarie too this,. chꝛiſt bt his 
holy Pꝛophete callcth al thoſe blet⸗

men. Ageyn his ſubiectes dpd obep 
his commaundement feynedly with 
Ppocriſte,but in their heartes they 
abhozrcd gods wooꝛd. O the miſerie 
that dyd atterwarde ſodeinly enſue 
vpon them, O the wonderfull wꝛath 
of Bod that was poured vpon them, 
O their great and obſtinate blindnes 
whiche cauſed them moſt greuouſly 
too be fcourged: Their plage was no 
lefTe then too bee vtterly ſpoyled of 
their enemies, Thetr plage was no 


 leſfe then to eate one an other: Yea, 


their plage was no lelle then to eate 
their owne ſonnes and doughters. 

This calamitie and ſoꝛow ( moſt no⸗ 
ble pꝛyuce) happened them becauſe 
they dyd not regarde the lawes of 
God, but tourned too their olde ab⸗ 
hominable Ydolatrie, and Ughtelye 
eſtemed gods holy wooꝛd. Wherkoze 


euen now whoſocuer is an e 
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fo the holy Bible, that is, neither ſtu⸗ 


diyng it himſelfe, no2 willyng that 
other men ſhulde kuowe it, he can in 
no wyle bea right chꝛiſtian man: al: 
though he faſt, pꝛap, doo almes, ball 
the geod woꝛkes vnder heauen. And 
he that hath luche a mynde, is p moſt 
curſed and cruel enemie too god, a 
playncſomer of ſedition, and a de⸗ 
uetiſhe diſquieter of all godly men. 


Fo: trulp thoſe that reade the goſpel 


of £121}, and labour diligftly ther⸗ 
in:doo fp15e wonderfull reſt # qui⸗ 
etnes, trom ali woofull miſerie, per⸗ 
turbatio, and vanicics of this world. 
Aud ſurcly none but ppocrites oꝛels 
deutiles would go avout too ſtoppe 
oꝛ allute men from fache a treaſure 
and godly ſtudp. And it were conue⸗ 
nieut, chat all they whiche wpil re⸗ 
mapne ſſtyll necligent, ſtpcke, æ blind: 
ſhuld let befs2e their faces the keare 
ot papnes interaall,and if thei haue 
any grace at all, their ſpirites ought 
to be moued: too note the great pla⸗
